Electricity iu Mining a Big Success. 
The steady and successful operation 


of the Gold King stamp mill at Tellu- 
ride, Colo., by electrical power, from 
the last of May, 18S1, to the present, has 
been of incalculable benefit, not only to 
the mining interests of San Miguel, but 
to those of the state and country in gen- 
eral. It has never been operated a win- 
ter through before, but run the past 
year twenty-four hours per day and six 
days in the week from the time it started 
up. During the time the total stoppage 
of the mill by reason of the deficiency 
of power has averaged less than sixteen 
minutes per day, and of the whole 
amount of time lost 80 per cent, has 
been due to necessary work on the tur- 
bines and in changing the source of the 
water supply for mill purposes. Its suc- 
cess has inspired confidence in investors, 
and its first fruits are seen in the letting 
of the contract for the building of a 130- 
stamp mill on Bear creek.—Helena Jour- 
nal.

Salt In Egypt. 


A discovery of salt, which seems likely 


to have important consequences, has 
been made by the officers of the Egyp- 
tian salt department twenty or thirty 
miles west of Minieli, a point on tho 
Nile about 150 miles up the river from 
Cairo. Specimens of the salt show that 
it is of very fine quality. The deposit 
u said to extend over an area of 1,000 
acres, and the department is about to 
make a further survey of it.—Chicago 
Tribune.

vention was held in Washington last week. 
At that meeting » National Bi-meUllic 
League WM 
organized. 
That League 


adopted resolutions similar to those ot the 
Silver Leagues of Colorado, Idaho, Mon- 
tana and Nevada, one of which pledges 
the members to support no man for legis- 
lative or executive offloe who is not thor- 
oughly oommlttad by platform and deolar- 
tion to the full restoration of silver as a 
money metal. 


The Washington correspondent of the 


JOTTBHAI*, a thoroughly reliable gentleman, 
in a letter printed in this issue sajs: 
"The 


convention was respectable in members 
•ad eminently superior in ability." 
The 


delegates oame from all parts of the coun- 
try and upon political questions generally 
represented every shade of political opin- 
ion, but were un«nimons for the cause of 
silver. A number of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress addressed the meet- 
ing and all pledged themselves to vote 
as above stated, for avowed silver men on 
a silver platform. 


Two or three newspapers in this State, 


each and all of which make some preten- 
sions to being in favor of the'remonetiza- 
ticn of silver, printei articles which spoke 
dinparngingly of that Convention though 
it was largely attended and addressed by 
•everal of the most distinguished public 
men iu the United States.

What is the motive for this misrepresen- 


tation? Why do two or three papers in 
Nevada deliberately lie about the Silver 
League?

The National Silver Convention-Speeches 


by Prominent Men—The Silver Came 
Gaining Ground. 


WASHINGTON, D. O , M»y 29, 1893. 


EDITOR JOURNAL—Tbe second National 


Silver Convention baa assembled, done its 
work and adjourned. 
It brought together 


a body of men respectable in members and 
eminently superior in ability. They came 
from all parts of the country, and open 
political questions gineratly represented 
every shade of opinion. 


Judge Morria of Indiuun was fleeted 


temporary Chairman, and npon takicg tbe 
chair read a long and curefnlly writttn 
essay on bi-metaliam and tbe tvi'a which 
had followed tbe demonetization of eilver 
in tbis country. 
The convention was 


permanently organized by the selection of 
Qeu. Warner of Ohio as permanent Cbair- 
mm and quite a list of Vice Presidents, of 
whom Hon. Oeo. S. Niicn of Winncmucca 
wag one. 


BRILLIANT AMD KAENBST SPKAKBRS. 


Tbe tuettiuRS of the convention were 


characterized by an intense earnestness of 
purpose, and many of the speeches were of 
a high order. 
Occasionally an enthusiastic 


member "slopped over" aud indulged in 
denunciation rather than argument; but in 
the main the addresses waiecalm, thought- 
ful and scholarly. Speeches were made by 
Senators Jones, Stewart, Teller and Repre- 
sentatives 
Bland, Bartine, Fierce and 


other members of tbe House and by War- 
ner, Sheldon, Kewlands and many o her 
delegates. All were received with un- 
bounded enthusiasm, and when some war 
horse who had stood in the midst of the 
great Congressional fight appeared kbe con- 
vention fairly went wild. The first speech 
made after a permanent organization bad 
been effected was by Congressman Bryan, 
the brilliant young member from Nebraska, 
whose late speech on the "Tariff" attracted 
universal attention. He was called npon 
by Gen. Warner, a representative Pemo- 
crat. Mr. Bryan is a fine speaker and on 
this occasion, while his speech was neces- 
sarily brief, he did himself (ul! justice and 
was heartily applauded. 
He was im- 


mediately followed by Mr. Bartine, who 
was called upon by the Chairman as a lead- 
ing Republican representative of tbo oana« 
and acknowledged 
authority upon the 


important Q-iestions involved. Mr. Bartine 
followed Mr. Bryan's example and spokp 
briefly, but it is doubtful i{ be ever spoke 
better or to a more thoroughly appreciative 
andiance. 


Hia remarks were concise, clean out and 


directly to the point; and when he de- 
clared that while he remained in Congress, 
whether that time was long or short, the 
Convention could couat on one member 
who would stand by ibe ojase to the end. 
He was cheered to the echo. 


Senators Jones and Stewart were both of 


them peculiarly happy in their remarks. 
They were fresh from the Senate chamber 
where the silver bill had just been taken 
up for consideration, and their reception 
amounted to a perfect ovation in taub case. 
Senator Tiller appeared in the Lull shortly 
after tie h.id delivered a speech io which 
be li'crally toasted the g<4d bugs of the 
Senate, aud his reception was fit iy on a 
parity ol tuose of Jones and Stewart. Pierce 
of Tennessee, usually spoken of as Bland'i 
right bnod bower on the Democratic side, 
one of tbe truest silver men in tbe House, 
made a splendid and empassiooed speech 
that 
fuirly carritd tho Convention by 


titorm. Stark of Obi<>, Sheldon of Connec- 
ticut and Symes of Colorado read very 
able papers npon the subject, and Francis 
Or. Norlands also made an 
excellent 


speeph, in which h.e followed much th» 
same lines of argument aa those in big for- 
mer addresses. 


BILYiOB LBAOtJE ORGANIZED. 


Bat the work of the Convention was not 


confined to mere speech making. The res- 
olutions adopted were of the most pro- 
nounced character, and 
a 
Bi.-nufatlio 


League was formed which must become a 
most potential factor in the settlement of 
tbis great question. 


The selection of General Warner as the 


President of the League was a most happy 
one. He is a man who has studied the 
question in all its bearing, of fine ability, 
unquestioned personal integrity, and hav- 
ing no connection, whatever, with silver 
miaiog, is not open even to the suspicion 
of being actuated by selfish motives. 


SILVEB GAINING GROUND. 


Taken all in all, the situation has ma- 


terially improved within the last few days. 
Tbe resurrection of silver in the Senate 
has filled tbe politicians with alarm, tbey 
see the determination of Its advocates and 
that there are many leaders in both par- 
ties who will not permit the issue io be 
buried. 
If the bill passes the Senate it is 


almost certain to pass tbe House. 
That 


of course cannot take place before the 
Minneapolis Convention is held, but enough 
has already occurred to arouse tbe most 
intense auxiety in the minds of those 
who are assuming to lead, and without 
venturing into the field of prophecy, I 
fesl safe in saying that silver is gaining 
ground.

close of the 12th, tbe Great Central Vsl ' 
leys from tbe IQtb to }§th, and (he E,ant: 
ern States about the 16tb. 


Dryer weather may be expected in the 


Gulf and Atlantic States, with an increase 
of rain in the highlands of Colorado, Wy- 
oming and Montana. 
States south of the 


49th degree of north Utitude in the Qreai 
Central Valleys will show a continued 
average deficiency in rainfall with excess 
of rain in only a few localities. The upper 
Missouri and upper Mississippi Valleys 
will have sufficient moisture for tbe crops 
with a few exception*. 


Tbe storms of June will continue to be 


of tbe tornado, water spout, hurricane bail, 
and thunder storm varieties. 
Rains will 


come in showers and not ia general rain- 
storms. 


First frosts in the Fall will be late, and

—the halo, robust, leonine man, who 
then sought the daily companionship of 
a certain Washington street car driver, 
and could be seen standing beside the 
latter on the front platform discoursing 
upon the philosophy of life. The world 
might reasonably envy that car driver, 
who was not only permitted to love and 
have the companionship of the poet, but 
•was himself highly esteemed for what 
he was. They were often seen walking 
in the fields and woods together. 


The world has greatly changed toward 


the poet since then, thanks to foreign 
appreciation, and the dear old man went 
to his simple grave known to all the cul 
tured nations of the earth. Nobody VM 
likely to contest his -will, for he left be 
hin<3t,him only the record of an undying 
love for all created things,—New York 
Herald. 


An Automatic Cutout. 


An new design in automatic cutouts 


for electric lighting instruments has re- 
cently been brought out. The instru- 
ment' is so arranged that the current 
passing through tbe solenoid attracts a 
core which is attached to an arm about 
which it swings. When the current ex- 
ceeds a certain limit the core is drawn 
into the solenoid and raises a lever, 
which in turn releases the switch and 
opens the circuit. If, us in the case of 
stationary motors supplied from central 
stations, the current is siiddsnly cut off 
when changing from one machine to 
another, the circuit is automatically 
opened by the tension spring which en- 
gages the small lever by withdrawing 
the core from the solenoid and thereby 
raising the lever, which releases the 
switch the same as when overloaded. 


The tension spring ia so arranged that 


it can be made to open the circuit for 
any predetermined amount of current. 
One of the main features of the cntout 
is that it does away with all fuses, 
which is usually a large item of expense 
in central stations. It can readily be ap- 
plied to railroad circuits by using mag- 
netic blowouts at the switch contact. 
The cutout has been given practical 
tests and found to work very satisfac- 
torily.—New York Telegram. 


A Cow Killed by a Turtle. 


One day last week Richard Mock, of 


Miller county, after milking a fine milk 
cow he owns turned her ovit in the 
woods, and sho we«ded her way down 
to Aycock's creek to slake her thirst 
some time during the day, and while 
engaged in drinking was seized by the 
nose by a loggerhead turtle and her 
head pulled under the water and held 
there until she drowned. 


Failing to return home that night, 


Mr. Mock made search for her, and 
found her lying with her head under the 
water, her body on land, quite dead, 
tho turtle still having his hold. Mr. 
Mock called help, and dragging the cow 
out, 
drew the turtle out also, he refusing 


to let go the cow's nose. The turtle was 
killed and weighed fifty pounds, his 
shell being as large as a large bread 
tray.—Bainbridge (Ga.) Democrat. 


Paper Covered Bullets. 


In consequence of the enormous in- 


itial velocity of the bullet in the new 
Mannlicher rifle and the resulting fric- 
tion and wear on the barrel it has be- 
come necessary to devise some method 
of preventing both these evils. The 
manager of the government laboratory 
at Thun, Switzerland, has consequently 
devised a method of inclosing the leaden 
bullet in a thin metallic covering, while 
over this he places a wrapper of special- 
ly prepared oleaginous paper, which re- 
duces the wear of the rifle barrel to a 
minimum without interfering with the 
course of the bullet.—Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. 


The Queen's JeHter. 


The death of William Wallett, the 


queen's jester, has probably brought 
that office—which, of course, was self 
conferred—to an end. He seems to have 
been quite a fountain of humor in hia 
own person, for he was also the first 
circus joker to entitle himself a "Shake- 
spearean clown!" This class is graver 
and more sententious than the other, 
and on the v>'hole affects paterfamilias, 
when he brings his children to see the 
horsemanship, with a less excessive 
melancholy.—London Illustrated News.
